Mr. Whitaker spoke on the question 
which Jesus addressed to His disci- 
ples, after one of His hard sayings, 
when the multitude -were leaving Him, 
Will Te Also Oo Away?'

nothing of a demagogue.

not concerned chiefly either to catch 
or keep the crowd.

And so no 
sooner had he gathered the crowd 
than he scattered them with hard say- 
ings, which were testings of 
their 


moral earnestness. 


Such was the saying about 
the 


bread of heaven, -which cost him many 
sunshine disciples. It was -while they 
w ere leaving Him that He asked the 
twelve this pathetic, crucial question. 
There were three classes who -went 
a-way from Christ. First at all there 
were those who had no disposition to 
be His disciples. 
They heard Him 


either because they were curious or 
contrary, but they did not take His 
claims seriously.

and Pilate, such were the Pharisees 
and most of the leaders of Jewish 
thought. 
They were deaf 
to the 


music of His voice, 
blind 
to 
the 


beauty of his life, dead to the call of 
His spirit. So are many today. Many 
uho live under the shadow of the Alps 
see no majesty in them, many who 
go through the schools care 
really 


nothing for -education, many 
tread 


over untold wealth and do not guess 
that it is there. So many miaa the at- 
traction of Jesus who are quite fa- 
miliar with his name and story. If 
many were indifferent to Him while 
He was here we need not wonder that 
many are Indifferent now. 


Then there were many went aWay 


who were almost persuaded to be His 
disciples. 
Such was the rich young 


ruler. 
Doubtless there were multi- 


tudes more or less in his attitude to- 
ward Jesus. They were almost home, 
yet missed the door.
